We are encouraged to find that our circulation of books continues 
to increase for both children and adults. 

The library has been represented at the Area Library Forums 
held at Twin Mountain and at the Fall State Library Meeting held at 
the Highway Motel in Concord. 

Interlibrary loans continue to be available to us from the State 
Library but the bulk circulation which allowed us to exchange a 
large quantity of books for both children and adults from Twin Moun- 
tain at least twice a year ended in the spring of this year. With the 
price of books so costly, we greatly miss this service. 

To reduce heat loss at our library, insulation has been placed 
above the ceiling in the main library and over the former town office 
area. 8 windows have had inside storm glass windows - backed with 
a gasket-type of vinyl weather stripping - applied. Two north facing 
doors have had a brush type of weather stripping applied. 

We are most appreciative of the volunteer services provided by 
Barbara Hall, Julie Peters, and Betty Griffin who have assisted us 
with book processing; by Alice Boone who is helping with book 
classification; and by Althea Goundrey who provided story time 
during summer vacation.

SRDECTMEN TSI RERGE 


In 1987 we saw the successful consolidation of Town fiscal mat- 
ters in the Selectmen's Office, and with the regular hours of our 
administrative assistant we could make the Town records and general 
information more readily available to the people of Orford. Our goal 
for 1988 is the purchase of municipal software which will put our 
accounting system on the computer. It will also facilitate the annual 
updating of Current Use valuations in reference to the Town equali- 
zation ratio. It is hard to express adequately just what the efficient 
work of Gail Shipman means to the Selectmen. We wouldn't have 
made it without her!! 

The concern which was expressed about a potential 72 unit trailer 
park indicated the need to focus on the growth of Orford. The defeat 
of Interim Zoning, which would have made available the necessary 
time for orderly review, pointed up the need for a coalition of op- 
posing factions to study together what could be done to anticipate 
and plan for the impact of growth. A public meeting was held at 
Memorial Hallin July, attended by some 40 residents, where the 
assets of the Town were enumerated, the concerns/fears were ex- 
pressed and solutions discussed. As a result of this meeting the 
following committees were formed: recreation facilities, housing, 
natural resources, land trusts and the Historic District) 7 ieee = 
tending signed up to participate in the group of their choice. 

Out of these committees a group evolved to work on the updating 
of Orford's Master Plan. The coordinator of these various groups 
has been Bruce Schwaegler, who has spent countless hours in meet- 
ings and in the developing of the questionnaire which all voters re- 
ceived. The compilation of the answers will be an essential factor in 
the final structuring of the Master Plan. 

The increasing number of applications for subdivisions and the 
impact of such development on Town roads has frightening conse- 
quences. The results of the Capital Improvement Program (CIP) 
study will have a direct bearing on the granting of subdivisions. A 
foot by foot survey of the Town roads has been made by volunteers 
which will give an assessment of the conditions which exist, im- 
provements and upkeep which are required, and the priorities which 
must be recognized. The complete CIP study will be completed this 
year. 

Solid Waste Disposal is a prime concern, and Orford is now 
identified with the Upper Valley Lake Sunapee Solid Waste District. 
The focus of this group is on recycling in an effort to extend the life 
of the rapidly shrinking landfill areas. Studies and projections all 
cost huge sums of money and, unfortunately, the results will only 
point the way to partially alleviating a serious national problem. Our 
contract with the Barker landfill for local disposal of solid waste has 
been renewed for another year. We are glad to report that the Or- 
ford stump dump will be open in May with strict limitations on what 
is allowable. Watch for further notice. 
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We have received word from Bill McKee and Wendell Woodward 
that they do not wish to be nominated to serve another term on the 
very important Parks and Playgrounds Commission. We wish to 
acknowledge their years of service as members, and to express not 
only our personal thanks but those of the Town. 

We do appreciate the time, the interest and the cooperation of 
all of our many volunteers during the past year. The successful 
operation of the entire Town government depends on volunteers; we 
cannot get along without them!!

PALA REPORT OF sPLANNING BOARD 


The Orford Planning Board's regularly scheduled meetings were 
held on the third Monday of each month at the Town Office. Recently, 
we have begun meeting at 7 p.m. in hopes of finishing before mid- 
night. In addition, nearly every month we met in the interim to work 
on various projects. 

During the course of 1987, the revised subdivision regulations 
were implemented in their new form. The procedure has been clari- 
fied and has been running increasingly smoothly. This is fortunate 
as there have been an increasing number of subdivision applications 
recently. A total of twelve applications have been acted upon during 
this year, as well as ‘one lot line adjustment. Several other applica- 
tions were made or considered but never completed including one for 
a 72-lot trailer park. 

Subdivision does include the placing of an additional dwelling on 
a parcel of land, even when there is to be no transfer of land. This 
has caused some understandable confusion but we are following the 
state definition of ''subdivision'' which does include this. Some of the 
Same issues face people adding residences, as face subdividers of 
land, primarily suitability of land for septic disposal. 

Driveway regulations and excavation regulations have also been 
finalized. Applications are available at the Selectmen's office. 

The process for setting up an Historic District was begun; the 
next step is a ballot at Town Meeting. 

A Capital Improvements Program and an updated Master Plan 
are also inthe works, with much appreciated help from a great 
number of townspeople.

Between July 1986 and June 1987, we experienced fewer fires than 
normal. The three leading causes of forest fires were again children, 
fires kindled without written permission of a Forest Fire Warden and 
debris burning. All causes are preventable, but only with your help. 

Please help our town and state forest fire officials with forest 
fire prevention. Contact your Forest Fire Warden for more informa- 
tion. 

Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulation is the respon- 
sibility of State Forestry officials. Our state has excellent timber 
harvest regulations; however, your assistance is needed. 

If you know of a logging operation and suspect a state timber harvest 
tax law may be violated, call your Forest Fire Warden, or Concord 
Forest Protection Headquarters at (603) 271-2217. 

If you own forest land, you became responsible for the timber 
tax payment starting April 1, 1986. This is a change in the Timber 
Tax Law that will impact all forest landowners. Contact your Board 
of Selectmen for timber tax forms.

It consisted of drilling 
and blasting of ledge, placement of culvert, widening the road, 
placement of new gravel and seeding the shoulders, etc. 

Brush Account. We got a new chain saw, mowed some roadsides, 
cut lots of dead trees and limbs and cut some brush. We did not use 
all the brush account money because it was late after the confusion 
about Contract Services. 

My feeling on the Contract Services is that it is very confusing 
and a waste of money. I'd like to see it returned to the way it was 
in previous years, all under the general highway.

The Orford Community Health Service has increased its services 
again in 1987 to better meet the needs of our residents in Orford and 
Piermont. Our Visiting Nurse, Karen Garrigan, made 640 skilled 
visits in Orford and Piermont and also conducted 12 blood pressure 
clinics. 

We continue to have a temporary contract with the Hanover Visit- 
ing Nurse Agency which allows our patients to receive benefits from 
health insurances and medicare for their home health care. 

We now have two part-time home health aides employed due to 
the increased demand for services. The aides made a total of 402 
visits (119 in Orford and 283 in Piermont). Our home health aides 
along with our visiting nurse play such an important role in maintain- 
ing patient's independence at home that most home care patients 
would need to rely on hospital or nursing home care if health services 
were discontinued. 

The Orford Health Service conducted 12 monthly well-child clinics 
and two dental clinics in 1987, providing continuing well-child care to 
forty children age 6 and under. The clinics are free of charge to all 
residents with only a five-dollar per year family registration fee. 

All physical services such as height, weight, blood and urine testing, 
blood pressure, immunizations and physician's exams are provided 
at our clinics. Anyone interested in registering their children should 
contact the numbers listed below. Our well-child program continues 
to be partially funded by a state-wide health care grant. 

We look forward to providing our home health services and 
clinics with the same care and dedication as in past years. As health 
care costs continue to rise, the Orford Community Health Service is 
exploring ways to continue and increase service which is most im- 
portant to its patients, while still keeping fees affordable to all. 

We would like to take this opportunity to say thank you to the 
families and friends of Clementine Morey, Elizabeth Lackey and 
Edna Reed who so generously made donations in memory to the 
Orford Community Health Service this past year. 

Health Note: The Orford Community Health Service can provide 
Tetanus Booster Immunizations to residents of all ages free of charge. 
Adults should have tetanus booster shots every 10 years. Don't wait 
for an injury!

Section 1 - Purpose and Authority: The Town of Orford, pursuant 
to the authority granted in RSA 674:46, hereby establishes an 
Historic District within a portion of the Town of Orford for the pur- 
pose of preserving the structures and places of historic or architec- 
tural value contained therein. Presently there are thirty-seven 
structures listed on the National Register of Historic Places within 
the proposed District and this area has been minimally affected by 
change. Such a district reflects the elements of the Town's cultural, 
social, economic, political and architectural history. Further such 
a district will conserve the property values in that district, will 
foster civic duty, strengthen the Town's economy and promote the 
use of the district for the education, pleasure and welfare for the 
citizens of the Town. (RSA 674:45). 

Section 2 - Description of Historic District: The following portion 
of the Town shall be the Historic District which is bounded and de- 
scribed as follows: 

Beginning at the northwest corner of Tax Map 8-108R, Lot 
No. 55 presently owned by Sawyer, and the easterly sideline 
of Route 10; 


Thence running westerly along the southerly boundary of said 
lot to the Connecticut River; 


Thence turning and running in a northerly direction along the 
Connecticut River to the point of intersection with an old lane 
leading from Route 10 across land now of Dennis and being 
Tax Map 8-93, Lot 77; 


Thence turning and running in an easterly direction along the 
southerly boundary of said lane to Route 10; 


Thence turning and running southerly along Route 10 to the 
intersection with Archertown Road; 


Thence turning and running in an easterly direction along the 
Archertown Road to a point where the easterly boundary of the 
District intersects; 


Thence turning and running southerly along a line that marks 
the visual height of the land as seen from Route 10, to 
Route 25A; 


Thence turning and running westerly along Route 25A to the 


northwesterly corner of Tax Map 8-108R, Lot No. 55 and the 
point of beginning.

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Comment: The Selectmen have agreed to put funds in their budget 
to pay for the survey of two boundaries of the Historic District. 
These two boundaries are the lane on the Dennis property and the 
easterly boundary of the District which is the visual height of the 
land as seen from Route 10. The Planning Board has been assured 
that the easterly boundary intended to be the height of the land as can 
be seen by a person standing on Route 10, can be-identified on the 
ground, surveyed and placed ona plan, by a licensed surveyor or 
professional engineer. 


Section 3 - District Regulations: 

(a) The Historic District Commission shall adopt regulations 
for the Historic District pursuant to the authority contained in RSA 
674: 40-a. As required by RSA 675:1, such regulations shall be 
adopted under the procedures contained in RSA 675:6. The Historic 
District Commission may adopt regulations only after the Commission 
has held a public hearing within the District. Notice for the time and 
place shall be as provided in RSA 675:7. The Commission may adopt 
the regulations upon completion of the public hearing by an affirma- 
tive vote of a majority of its members. The adopted regulations 
shall be certified by a majority of the Historic District Commission 
members and filed with the Town Clerk. 

(b) The Historic District Commission shall adopt regulations 
to require a permit for the construction, alteration, repair, moving, 
demolition or use of any structure or place within the District. Such 
regulations shall be limited to those considerations which affect the 
relationship of the structure to its surroundings, to the location and 
arrangement of other structures, to the architectural treatment of 
the exterior feature and finish of structures and to the compatibility 
of land use within the District as they may be deemed to affect 
character and integrity of the District. 


Section 4 - The Historic District Commission: 

(a) The Historic District Commission shall consist of five (5) 
members who shall be appointed by the Selectmen. Each member of 
the Commission shall be a resident of the Town of Orford. One (1) 
Commission member shall be a member of the Board of Selectmen. 
At least three (3) members of the Commission shall be residents of 
the District. In determining qualifications for appointment on the 
Commission, the Selectmen shall take into consideration that person's 
demonstrated interest and ability to understand, appreciate and pro- 
mote the purposes of the Historic District. The initial terms of the 
members of the Historic District Commission first appointed, shall 
be staggered so that no more than two (2) appointments occur annu- 
ally except when required to fill vacancies. The term of a member of 
the Historic District Commission shall be for three (3) years except 
for the initial terms of the first Commission. (RSA 673:5)

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(b) The Selectmen shall have the authority to appoint not more 
than five (5) alternate members as provided in RSA 673:6. The use of 
an alternate member shall be as provided in RSA 673:11. 

(c) The Historic District Commission shall have the authority 
to adopt and amend regulations in the manner provided in RSA 675:6. 

(d) The Historic District Commission shall be responsible for 
administering the ordinance and regulations within the Historic Dis- 
trict as provided in RSA 676:8-10. 

(e) The Historic District Commission shall review applications 
for building permits within the Historic District for their impact on 
the Historic District and its objectives as provided in RSA 676:8. 

({) The Historic District Commission shall file a certificate 
of approval or a notice of disapproval within forty-five (45) days 
after the filing of the application for the certificate in accordance 
with the requirements contained in RSA 676:9. Any person aggrieved 
by a decision of the Historic District Commission shall have the 
right to appeal that decision as provided in RSA 676: 18.

Sections Application and Interpretation: 


Nothing in this Ordinance nor in the regulations to be adopted 
by the Historic District Commission shall be construed to prevent 
ordinary maintenance or repair of any structure or place within the 
Historic District nor to prevent the construction, alteration, repair, 
moving or demolition of any structure under a permit issued prior to 
the adoption of regulations. (RSA 674:48). 


Section 6 - Enforcement by the Historic District Commission: 
The enforcement of the regulations of the Historic District 
shall be by the Historic District Commission as provided in RSA 
676:10. 


Section 7 - Penalty:Any violation of this Ordinance shall be sub- 
ject to the fines and penalties as contained in RSA Chapter 276.

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REGIONAL: REFUSE DISPOSAL PLANNING COMMEBRTEE 


Last year we were awarded a $12,000.00 grant for the purpose 
of hiring an engineering firm to perform a regional refuse feasibility 
study. 

This year we met with representatives of five engineering firms 
and the committee voted to hire Phillips and Emberly, Inc. located 
in Concord, New Hampshire. 

We prepared an outline with representatives of the engineering 
firm of the areas that we wanted to cover within the feasibility 
study. 

The committee specifically requested that the engineering firm 
provide an onsite tour of an active landfill, incinerator, and transfer 
station with resource recovery capabilities. The report was to be 
completed by September of 1987. 

At the end of October 1987 a report was submitted by Phillips 
and Emberley indicating that a meeting would be forthcoming. 

At the end of January 1988 we are still waiting for this meeting 
as well as the onsite tours that were promised. 

The committee has notified the selectmen and the Upper Valley 
Lake Sunapee Council of our concern that the engineering firm has 
not fulfilled its obligation under the contract and requested the 
selectmen to hold payment until the committee is satisfied. 

Copies of the proposed feasibility study are on file at the 
Selectmen's Office.

Pees EMERGENCY MEDICAL CARE SERVICE 


In 1987 the regional ambulance service responded to 72 more 
emergencies than in 1986, for a total of 741 emergency patient 
transports. 

As planned for in the 1987 Budget, a second cardiac defibrillator 
was purchased and is in use on our second ambulance. 

During the past year the ambulance attendants continued to main- 
tain their skills and increase their knowledge by attending training 
classes and current topics in emergency care. 

Beginning on January 1, 1988 the regional ambulance service 
will no longer be providing non-emergency transfer service. People 
requesting non-emergency transfers will be referred to private sector 
ambulance providers. 

The 1988-89 Budget has increased, therefore, the fee schedule 
must change. The per capita fee for participating towns will remain 
at $4.00. However, the user fee will be increased to $100.00 per 
call and $3.00 per mile. The present fee is $70.00 per call and 
$1.50 per mile. This is the first increase since 1984.

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UPPER VALLEY-LAKE SUNAPEE COUNCIE 


The Upper Valley-Lake Sunapee Council is a public, non-profit 
voluntary association of towns and cities inthe Upper Valley areas. 
Our thirty-one (31) communities are in two states and five counties. 

The Council consists of a Board of Directors and a professional 
staff. Each town or city annually appropriates funds for the Council's 
operation and sends two or three representatives to participate on 
the Board of Directors. The Board elects officers, adopts the annual 
work program and budget, and develops policies and positions on 
issues that are important to our communities. 

The Upper Valley-Lake Sunapee Council is the official organiza- 
tion that brings towns and cities within our region together. By bond- 
ing together and pooling their resources, local governments have a 
highly-trained, professional staff available to them for a wide variety 
of services. Areas of expertise include land use planning, master 
planning, economic and community development, water quality 
management, transportation, landscape architecture, housing, capital 
budgeting, historic preservation, downtown revitalization, solid waste 
planning, recreation and fiscal and environmental impact analysis. 
The Council also serves as a collective voice for these towns and cities 
in dealings with state and federal governments, thereby protecting 
and furthering the needs and interests of our communities. 

Your support enables theCouncil to undertake comprehensive 
regional planning and to carry out various projects and programs of 
regional benefit. Over the past year, we, the Council: 

o Prepared an updated Regional Plan 

o Updated our Economic Profile, the primary source of economic 
and demographic data for our region. 

o Maintained our regional data base, including our role as a regional 
data center for the U.S. Census. 

o Coordinated the efforts of and provided administrative assistance 
to the Upper Valley Solid Waste Management District. 

o Sponsored and helped organize the Upper Valley Household Hazard- 
ous Waste Collection Program. 

o Initiated efforts and successfully applied for start-up funding for a 
computer assisted mapping program. 

o Continued the regional historic preservation program. 

o Sponsored informational meetings on Water Resources Manage- 
ment Plans mandated for inclusion in local master plans under 
N.H. Chapter 167. 

o Provided an Economic Development Agent for Sullivan County to 
help retain and expand employment opportunities in the area. 

o Testified on several bills before the legislature, on Vermont Act 
250 proposals and on state highway plans, distributed summaries 
of new and amended legislation and sponsored the N.H. Municipal 
Law Lecture Series. 

o Coordinated local municipalities, state agencies and private 
consultants as part of the Upper Valley Transportation Study. 
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o Provided technical assistance to Advance Transit and County Coach. 

o Participated in a proposal to conduct a long range planning study of 
Route 11-103 corridor in Sullivan County. 

o Helped numerous communities and Sullivan County seek state and 
federal grant funds by providing technical assistance, and pre- 
pared successful grant applications bringing more than $1.1 mil- 
lion to the region. 

o Sponsored an informational meeting on the Champlain Pipeline on 
behalf of our Sullivan County communities which will be effected. 

o Worked closely with the Upper Valley Community Land Trust, 
Society for the Protection of New Hampshire Forests, and Con- 
necticut River Watershed Council to protect open space and con- 
servation lands. 


The Council also provides specific services to cities and towns 
in the region. As requested by communities, the Council conducted 
a large number of impact studies concerning proposed developments, 
prepared amendments to local subdivision, zoning, site plan review, 
and earth excavation regulations and provided mapping, drafting 
and other technical assistance. 

During the past year Council staff has provided administrative 
assistance to the Orford Planning Board twice a month in the proces- 
sing and review of applications. We assisted the Board in developing 
excavation regulations and driveway regulations, began work ona 
Capital Improvements Program, and attended a local informational 
meeting on zoning. After preparing a successful $12,000 grant last 
year to study regional refuse disposal options, the Council has 
administered the grant for the Town. 

The Upper Valley-Lake Sunapee Council looks forward to serv- 
ing your community during the coming year; please contact us when- 
ever we can.be of assistance. 
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Budget for the current fiscal year is $8, 947, 343. Town taxes to 
the County average 6.7% or $2.21 per $1,000. of the property owner's 
tax bill. The major portion of county expenses goes to the operation 
of the Nursing Home (39.69%) and to human services programs for the 
elderly, disabled, nursing care and children (26. 86%). 

REGISTRY OF DEEDS had gross income of $3, 630, 159 in 1987. 
The total number of documents processed in 1987 was 29, 983. 
$3,184,982 was received in transfer tax, of which 96% or $3, 057, 584 
went to the State of N.H. and 4% or $127, 398 was retained as county 
income. Other receipts include recording and copy fees in the amount 
of $445,177. Total income to the County was $572,575 compared to a 
total of $3,057, 584 paid to the State, although the County is liable for 
100% of all operating costs. 

HUMAN SERVICES: Old Age & Disabled grant programs remain 
fairly constant with the elderly program averaging 100 cases at 
$4,800 per month and the disabled averaging 225 cases at $21,000 
per month. 

Intermediate Nursing Care caseload increased with SB-1 where 
the County became responsible for all INC cases and eliminated 
town liability. INC cases now average 255 at $110,000 per month, a 
rapidly increasing cost to the counties with savings to the towns. 

Children anc Youth Services also became a county liability under 
Senate Bill 1, with counties reimbursing the State 25% for all child 
service costs. It is impossible to give accurate figures for child 
expenses, as they are rapidly increasing monthly. Current accounts 
reflect 130 to 150 cases costing from $64, 000 to $75, 000 per month. 
(At the beginning of this fiscal year, we had approximately 120 cases 
at about $50,000 per month.) The County has 25% funding liability of 
child placement costs and we are taking an active interest in the 
needs of children in Grafton County. 

Social Service agencies receive $247,217 or $4.03 per capita, 
to provide much needed services for home health, mental health, 
developmentally disabled, senior citizens transportation and nutri- 
tion and many other valuable programs. 

CORRECTIONAL FACILITY is increasingly overpopulated, now 
averaging 58 inmates per day and frequently housing 60+. The cur- 
rent cost of operation is $28.63 per inmate day. We have contracted 
with an architect to present design and cost for a 34 bed addition. 7 
Schematic designs and price estimates are expected by mid-January 
to go out for bid by late January with bid results due in by the end of 
February. Funding issues should go to the delegation and public in 
March with anticipated ground breaking in April. 

GRAFTON COUNTY NURSING HOME for intermediate nursing 
care is licensed for 136 beds and is about 80% reimbursable. FY 87 
cost per patient day was $68.78 with $58.87 reimbursed by Medicaid. 

GRAFTON COUNTY FARM continues to be self-supporting and 
provides work for inmates as well as offering access for experi- 
mental agricultural projects. This is primarily a dairy farm with an 
average herd of 170, but also grows produce for the nursing home. 
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GRAFTON COUNTY COMMISSIONERS meet weekly on Wednes- 
days. We encourage public attendance and welcome facility tours. 
We were deeply saddened by the deaths of Commissioner Arthur 
E. Snell, District #2 and Commissioner Leonard Anderson, District 
#3, early this year.

RSA 76:11 provides for delivery of the list (warrant) to the collector 
within thirty days of receipt of approval of the tax rate unless for 
good cause the time is extended by the department. The collector 
shall within thirty days after receipt of the warrant from the select- 
men send out the tax bills unless for good cause the time is extended 
by this department. 


RSA 76:ll-a Information Required. The tax bill which is sent to every 
person taxed, as provided in section Il, shall also show the assessed 
valuation of all lands and building for which said person is being 
taxed. The 1985 rate breakdown reflects a proportionate share of the 
Reimbursement a/c Property Exempt by 1970 Special Session for 
each unit of government. 


RSA 76:13 provides that interest at 12% per annum shall be charged 
upon all taxes except resident taxes not paid on or before Dec. 1, ex- 
cept that in the case where a tax bill was sent to a taxpayer on or 
after November 2 and before April lst, interest shall not be charged 
until 30 days after the bills are mailed. The collector shall state on 
the bill the date from which interest will be charged. 


The tax bill which you mail must contain the date from which interest 
will be charged and on this date is determined by the date you send 
the last bill on the list committed to you. RSA 76:13 also requires 
that you notify this department in writing of the date on which you 
send the last bill. There is enclosed a form for this purpose.

Alice Saadeh, RN (School District Nurse) 
Mrs. Saadeh has worked as a nurse in Chicago, Ethiopia, 
Antigua, Wilmington, Delaware. 

Sarah Putnam (Kindergarten teacher at Orfordville) 
Mrs. Putnam is a graduate of Earlham College, Richmond, 
Indiana. She has taught at the St. Genevieve Elementary 
School, Newfoundland, Canada and the Abington Friends 
School, Jenkintown, Pennsylvania. 

Sharon Gray (Grades 3 & 4 teacher at Orfordville). 
Miss Gray graduated from Wheelock College, Boston, 
Massachusetts. 

Bill Saadeh (Science/Math at Orford High) 
Bill rejoins our staff after a year away. Mr. Saadeh has 
a B.A. from the,American University of Beirut, anda 
Masters of Science from Michigan Technological Univer- 
sity.

Each year the State Department of Education reviews the educa- 
tion programs of all N.H. public schools to determine if they meet 
the 'Standards of Approval''.

Orford High 
School received an Approved High School status for 1987-1988. This 
means Orford High School meets the minimum requirements for an 
approved public high school. The only negative comment in the 
written report submitted by Alan E. Rich, Consultant, Secondary 
Services after his on-site inspection of the Educational program at 
Orford was "priority should be given to the repair and maintenance 
needs of the existing facilities. "'
